B ut often, 
of course, this ad vita» is like tha t of the doc­ 
tor who counsels his ]>atieiit to free his iniiid 
from all enre and w orry, to live luxuriously 
on the fa t of the land, and to m ake a voyage 
‘round the world in a private yacht. The* 
patien t has not the m eans of follow ing the 
prescription. A w riter m ay im prove a native 
talent fo r style, but the talent itself he m ust 
either have by n ature or forever go w ithout. 
And the style tha t rises Pi the height of 
genius is like the phoenix; there is hardly ever 
m ore tha n one exam ple of it in an age.—

GLADSTONE AND HOME RULE. 


Dcclured To B e the W ar Cry of the B rit­ 
ish Liberal» . 
London , Nov. 4.—A conference of the 
Liberal leaders was held at Leeds Wednes­ 
day with Mr. Kitson, president of the Na­ 
tional Liberal association, in the chair. 
Mr. 
Kitson read a report which showed that, 
despite the secession of Mr. Chamberlain and 
his followers, the National Liberal associa­ 
tion had increased its fold by 100 branch as­ 
sociations throughout Great Britain. A reso­ 
lution of confidence in Mr. Gladstone and re­ 
affirming adherence to home rule was carried 
by acclamation. 
Mr. Morley, speaking to the resolution, 
said that they were on the eve of a great bat­ 
tle, but the Liberals 
remained staunch. 
Something had been said in this conference 
about adopting a course looking to the con­ 
ciliation of the dissentients. 
All he could 
say was that it was better for the present to 
leave them alone. 
The Liberal party could 
stand by its old policy, fCheers. ] In con­ 
clusion, Mr. Morley said that he felt now 
more than ever that they must meet the 
vipwa of the Irish electors or they would 
never settle the Irish question. 
Mr. Morley also said if the union of the 
Liberal party could not be obtained without 
a surrender of the principles held by Mr. 
Gladstone and his adherents—the only true 
Liberal principles—then the Gladstonlana 
must fight their battle alone, and fight they 
would. 
Still, he said, Mr. Gladstone was 
ready to receive and consider a modified pol­ 
icy, if it were supported by solid reasons.

The Proper Method of Teaching 
the English Language 


We learn language by the use of lan­ 
guage. 
The child is learning language 
from its earliest infancy, long before the 
little mind can understanding^ giv e 
utterance to its thoughts, it is storing up 
its v ocabulary for future years. 
Into 
this granary is deposited aU that he hears 
If that be German the child will express 
himself through that medium; if French 
surrounds him, he will lisp . his little 
thoughts in French; if English has been 
addressed to him his innocent, childish 
prattle will be in English—whatev er be 
hears that win be imitate. 
As suscepti­ 
ble as wax to receiv e impressions, as 
firm as marble to retain them, is the tab­ 
let upon which ev ery word is stamped as 
truly as the shadow is cast by the sun. 
It is important then that these first im­ 
pressions be true ones, for if an incorrect 
use of the language has been acquired, it 
is much more difficult to unlearn than it 
is to learn, and will require much more 
effort both on the ptort of t(ie pupil and 
of the teacher, or, with us all talking is 
an automatic action. The thought is in 
the mind and we wish to make it known 
to those about us; seldom do we stop to 
make a choice of words; the idea would 
lose its force if we should. 
In order 
then that our thoughts be expressed ele* 
gantly, elegant language must be our 
natural language. 
But up to the age of six years, the lan­ 
guage and all the surroundings of the 
child are, In this state, under the super­ 
v ision of the parent or guardian ; His at 
this age that a new era in the child’s life 
opens; we the teachers step in and take the 
child, it is said, 
“ Fresh from the hand 
of God.” God’s noblest gift to man en­ 
trusted to our training. 
How solemn the 
responsibility! And yet how often do we 
find that the little one has been on earth 
long enough to imbibe much that is gross, 
much that is ungodly. This is where our 
work begins, our work of reformation in 
the use of language, and just h a w this 
can best be done is the qustion that has 
caused many an aching head. 
I find in my experience the best results 
hav e been attained by encouraging the 
use of language in ray presence by hav ­ 
ing them name the objects about them 
and then telling me all they can about 
the objects; then, too, I hav e them tell 
me what they saw while coming to school 
or going home the ev ening before. 
I hav e them 
describe their homes, 
their horses, their 
cats, their dogs, 
any v isit 
or 
trip they 
may 
hav e 
taken, in short, I encourage them to 
think and to observ e, and these thoughts 
will naturally express themselv es to 
some one. 
Then after they are a little 
older I hav e them produce these things 
in writing. I also hav e them writ© let­ 
ters to each other or to imaginary* rela­ 
tiv es as time passes on I introduce bills, 
promissory notes, receipts, inv itations,

Some remarkable discov eries bu y e been re­ 
cently made by French phy sicians in regard 
to what they rail the action of medicines at n 
distance. The patients ex perimented on hav e 
tieen those either hy pnotized or capable of liv ­ 
ing hy pnotized ; that is, they cou ld be thrown 
into a sort of magnetic slu mber, in which ef­ 
fects cou ld Ix i produ ced on others inde­ 
pendent of their will. 
There is nothing 
specially new in magnetism nor in hy pnotism, 
bu t the new fact« now elicited are of a natu ro 
so striking as to render creditable the most 
seemingly absu rd and impossible coses of 
so-called mind reading. 
The ex periment took place at the School of 
ltoobefu rt, ami in the first place on a man 
su bject to hy steria. They were tried after a 
series of attacks which left him in a state of 
ex treme nerv ou s sensitiv eness. 
It was first 
endeav ored to stu dy the effects of metals. 
Silv er and lend produ ced no resu lt whatev er; 
zinc, copper, platinu m, iron and steel being 
applied showed different influ ences, one cau s­ 
ing pains, another trembling, and another 
v u cu iar congestion. Bu t the contact of gold 
with the skin had a most ex traordinary 
effect, cau sing an intense sensation of heat. 
A sleev e bu tton tou ching the face or finger 
of the patient cau sed him to u tter a cry of 
agony . 
Ev en when applied ou tside of his 
clothing, or with the hand of the phy sician 
between the oject and his skin, there was the 
sense of acu te jwiin. 
Sometimes a piece of 
silv er or gold was slipped into his bed with­ 
ou t his knowledge.

When a thermometer was applied to the 
patient1* person, thou gh the metal was Ij >»•- 
metieaily scaled in glass, it cau sed a v iolent 
sensation of heat. One day a thermometer 
was wrapjied in a cloth, that he might not 
know the natu re of the object, and placed 
u rx ler his forearm. The effect was not only a 
sensation of bu rning, bu t a blister of the 
flesh and a permanent wou nd. 
But all these phenomena, though curious 
and entirely incomprehensible, were thrown 
into the shade by experiments made with 
medicines under similar conditions. A bit of 
crudo opium env eloped in a paper was placed 
under the head of the patient. In less tbun a 
minute his eyelids closed, his muscles relaxed 
and he was in a sound and tranquil sleep. In 
ten minutes he awoke of his own accord, 
rubbed his eyes, yawned, à nd had all the 
symptoms of a person awakening from pro­ 
found repose. The opium was then applied 
to the forehead, thè back of the neck, the 
right and left sides of the head, the soles 
of the feet, and always with the same result. 
A small bottle Of narceine caused sleep 
with the turning of the bead to tbp left

of 
codeine,

afterward sleep ceased, Saliv a eXuded from 
the mouth, the Skin became moist, and 
the patient complained of excessiv e heat. In 
recov ering consciousness he spoke of a sweet 
taste when he drank milk, or when he put a 
cigarette to his lips. This saccharine action 
of the saliv a was unknown so the attendant 
physician, though it had been prev iously de­ 
scribed as an attendant phenomenon. 
In 
this case it is scarcely necessary to call 
attention to the marv elous features of 
the experiment The medicine was not ev en 
placed in contact with the skin, but at a dis­ 
tance from the patient, who did not know 
anything was under his pillow, or if he had 
been aware of it could not hav e known its 
nature or its possible results. Yet the effect 
on his system was similar, though more radi­ 
cal than would hav e been the same remedy 
applied in a regular way. Some skeptical 
physicians applied mercury or opium in 
packet» , whose contents were unknown to 
the others present, and could not be ev en 
surmised by the patient, and always with the 
intolerable burning or deep as described in 
prev ious cases. 
These experiments, and others with other 
medicines, were renewed on these and other 
patients in numberless ways, and alwaj's 
with the same consequences. Cherry laurel 
produced a religions ecstacy; a bottle of 
champagne, 
unopened, intoxication with 
singing and dancing. How were all of these 
mysterious effects produced, often -without 
ev en external contact! How could mercury 
blister the flesh through it» tubes of glass and 
cloth env elopes! 
How could a medicine, 
placed unknown under a person*« pillow, 
produce saliv ation, with the accompanying 
symptoms! The substances were usually in­ 
closed in paper or in bottles, and many of 
them are odorless and could send forth no 
effluv ium to affect the patient's nerv es. The 
whole matter is profoundly mysterious, —
